Canadas Railway Milestones | 


Fifty years ago, on May 2, 1881, to be exact, the first sod for the’ cons | 
struction: of the Canadian Pacific Railway was turned, thus commencing 
one of the great engineering undertakings in the world’s history and mark- | 
ing the beginning of the world’s greatest transportation system. Enthusiasm | 
for and confidence in this great work was mingled with grave doubts and | 
misgivings, and especially in financial circles in the old world were grey | 
heads shaken in doubt over the wisdom of a young country of small popula- 
tion and no accumulated wealth embarking on such a gigantic enterprise. 


The contract for the building of the C:P.R. called for the completion of | 
the project in ‘ten years: It is a matter of history that the last spike of/ 
the original main line was driven on November 7, 1885.- In: other words, | 
construction was completed in four and a half years, and on Tune 28, 1886, | 
the first C.P.R. train to the Pacific coast left’ Montreal, arriving at .Port | 
Moodie, B.C., five and one-half days later. | 


The building of the C.P.R. was in fact the building of Canada. Without 
it Confederation could not have been achieved nor.continued.

| In Past 80 Years 

Statisticians have completed their 
} annual study of homicide in the Unit- 
ed States, and have produced figures 
‘that should appall proportionately 
with the effect of the compilation of a 
year ago. These researchers ‘have col- 
lected data from thirty-one 
with a collective population of twenty- 
| five* million people. ; 

In a generation — thirty years — 
the average homicide rate _ for 
these thirty-one cities has doubled. 
And in one year the rate has gone 
up from 8.5 to the hundred: thousand 
population in 1929, to 10.9 in 1930.

The strawberry season in Canada 
extends from the latter part of May 
| until well into August.. The first crop 
ripens on Vancouver Island and the 
Fraser: Valley, and the last in the 
Maritime Provinces—Prince Edward , 
Island, Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick. Strawberries are grown suc-

SPEECH OF MR. W.T. 
LUCAS, MEMBER FOR 
CAMROSE RIDING 

ON THE ADDRESS IN REPLY TO 
THE SPEECH FROM THE 
THRONE. 

(Delivered in :the House of Com- 

mons on:Friday, March 27th, 19381. 


Mr. W. T. Lucas, (Camrose): Mr. 
Speaker, I wish to offer my congratu- 
lations to the hon. member for, Van- 
couver Centre (Mr.. Mackenzie) ‘on 
the very excellent effort he has just 
made in delivering his maiden speech 
in a. major debate in. this house. 

Parliament meets this, year, Mr. 
Speaker, under circumstances differ- 
ing perhaps from those under which 
the representatives of the Canadian 
_people have ever met before, It is 
true that we have had depressions in 
the past from which we have tempor- 
arily emerged, but it is doubtful if 
we have ever been involved in such 
world wide depression with so much 
unemployment in the midst of so 
much plenty in every industrial coun- 
try in the world, and in which our 
whole social and capitalistic system 
has been challenged so strongly. Ev- 
ery’ person ‘admits the grayity of the 
situation and yet, Mr. Speaker, it is 
most discouraging to find, that while 
we meet here to grapple with and if 
possible solve the problems which con- 
front us and give a lead to the pea- 
ple who are worrying and struggling 
to carry on, so much of our time is 
wasted in political party. warfare, 
wrangling over tariff issues and. try- 
ing to decide. how the last election 
was won, instead of endeavoring to 
make a proper diagnosis of our real 
problems .and then dealing with them 
in a scientific and business like man- 
ner. I do not believe the people of 
Canada are at all interested in hold- 


more éffective the ability to produce, 
the better for mankind if mankind is 
intelligent enough to deal with the 
| situation, and to handle the goods éf- 
‘ficiently, That appears. self-evident. 
| When on the one side you Have a vast 
| volume of production, and on the oth- 
er side you have millions of men in- 
| Sufficiently supplied with .the re~ 
quirements of life, such as food and 
| clothing, the obvious conclusion is 
that failure proceeds from inadequate 
facilities of circulation and exchange 
rather than from excessive ability 
produce. Parra 
Another peculiarity of the crisis is 
the complete failure of politicians in 
this or any other country to suggest 
an adequate remedy. What is the rea- 
on for this strange failure? In my 
judgment, false diagnosis of the real 
causes’ of the present distress. It has 
been treated solely as a trade crisis, 
when it should be considered rather 


as a crisis of currency in the first 
place, and a crisis of indebtedness in 
the second, the one complicating *the 
other; both aggravated by defective 
lubrication through the money factor 
and through impediments to trade.” 

He gives as the second cause of the 
present depression the ‘indebtedness 
of the world, and he has this to say 


in that connection: 

“IT turn now to the subject of in- 
debtedness, which is another of the 
causes of the present crisis. Everyone 
recognizes that the world is heavily 
in debt—individual to _ individual, 
country to country. What they do not 
recognize is that a fall in the price 
of commodities, or, in other terms, 
a rise in, the price of gold, undu'y in- 
creases the burden of debtors.” 

I think this is quite true. We are 
living today under a debt-increasing 
system, a system which is gradually 
becoming so top-heavy that in time 
it will. break down of its own weight. 
It is true also, as Lord D’Abernon 
says, that a fall in the price of com- 
modities or in other words a rise in 
the price of gold unduly increases the 
burden of indebtedness. One of the 
chief problems with which our*farm- 
ers are confronted is this very prob- 
lem of the fluctuating value of the 
dollar. ‘Debts are contracted largely 
during periods. of: inflation, and 
indeed I might say that is the . only 
time credit.is plentiful and easily ob- 
tained. Take as an_ illustration a 
farmer who contracts a loan in good 
faith when wheat is at $1.25 a bushel 
and then attempts to repay that loan 
with wheat at, 35c. His debt has 


been increased over three fold and he 
simply cannot pay. This policy of 
the banks I have never beet quite able 
to understand, unless it is done de- 
liberately to embarass the farmer; 
and frankly I do not want to believe 
that such is the case.*+ I believe I am 
| stating, the fact when I say that dur- 
ling periods of, inflation, when only 
limited credit should be given, credit 
is almost forced upon us, while- in 
periods of deflation, when the ele- 
ment of risk is at the minimum, credit 
cannot be obtained. We find that sit- 
uation in Canada at the present time. 
Certainly every farm commodity. is 
deflated to the limit and there should 
| be no risk in loaning money on pres- 
ent values; yet farmers today are un- 
lable to obtain any credit. 

| J think I am safe in saying . that 
there is a general feeling that Great 
Britain will never be able to liquid- 


making foreign loans as at the pres- | 
ent time. } ; 

I am inclined to agree with the hon. 
member for Macleod (Mr. Coote), who 
spoke a few days ago, recommending | 
the deflation of the dollar. I 
lieve our dollar should follow the 
course of our trade. If our exports | 
are not sufficient to balance imports,’ 
then our dollar should fluctuate with 
it. , This would be the greatest means | 
of bringing trade back to balance, be- 
cause after all when the dollar is de- | 
preciated it- becomes a source of pro-| 
tection, and it will eventually right 
itself. | 

In regard to the Russian situation, 
which has been under consideration 
in the house to some extent, I am | 
not sure that the government acted 
wisely in stopping all trade with that 
country, unless they have some inti- | 
mation or understanding that other 
countries are goimg to follow suit.) 
Why should Canada sit back in a}

trade? As reported-in the press this 
morning, it would appear that even 
the bankers of Great Britain are now 
endeavoring to arrange financial 
credit with that great country.

Conditions are such today with ag- 
riculture that it is going to require 
the wholehearted cooperation of every 
interest in Canada to restablish it on 
a solid foundation. I offer these sug- 
gestions for the betterment of agri- 
cultural conditions in Canada, in the 
hore that, as the government has done 
its best to help industry by increas- 
ing the tariff, by voting $20,000,000 
to assist the unemployed, surely in 
view of the promises of the Prime 
Mniister to aid agriculture, these not 
unreasonable requests may ‘be grant- 
ed. It is recognised that conditions 
are serious, especially in view of our 
wheat situation. . 

It is true that there has been talk 
of secession in western Canada, but 
that movement has not received any 
widespread support.

“Another peculiarity of this crisis 
is that, so far from being produced by 
scarcity or bad harvest or ‘political 
disturbances, it occurs during a per- 
iod of full production, both agricul- 
‘tural and industrial; it does not pro- 
ceed from any dearth or insufficiency 
nor has it been caused by political 
disturbance or labor unrest. On. the 
one side we havye'a plentiful harvest; 
on the other, a development of indus- 
try producing goods in larger volume 
than ever before. ‘So much is this the 
case that .the ,superficial comola‘nt 
is of over-production, 

“Now, I am inclined to; be skeptical 
about over-production when applied 
to staple trades and the larger re- 
quirements of mankind, The more plen 
teous the bounty of Providence, the

"The body was clothed’ warmly in 
fur and it is thought he succumbed 
to. heart disease.

The 50-year-old scientist led his 
expedition into Greenland in April, 
1930, intending to spend 18 months 
there studying meteorological and 
scientific data.
